ENGLAND IS SATISFIED. 


Gratified With 
Assurances 
Given 
by 
Greek Government. 


London, Xor. 2.5.—Although the full 
text of the Greek government's reply 
t<i the collective note presented by the 
entente powers had not yet been made 
public in England, tliore is every indica- 
tion the government is satisfied with the 
position taken by Athens. Assurances 
given by Grcece difl^'er in marked degree 
from the previous expressions of benev- 
olent 
neutrality. 
TJiey 
are 
neither 
vague nor evasive, but promise explicitly 
that no military measures will be taken 
against tJie Serbian. French or British 
troops in ease the}- retrfeat to Greek ter- 
ritory. 


"\\Tiether this guaranty of safety to 
tlie allied troops will carry Greece to 
the extent of opposing witli her army 
any German forces which might attempt 
to pursue the allies across the Greek 
border probably will not be ascertained 
until full details are received in regard 
to the assurances given by Greece. From 
the optimistic tone of Athens dispatches 
to London, however, it may be inferred 
Grcece has yielded on every essential 
jioint raised by the allies. 
The Greek 
situation, therefore, is regarded as hav- 
ing been cleared finally. Military events 
in the Balkans appear to be marching 
swiftly to a conclusion disastrous to 
Serbia. 
The approaches to the hirtoric 
battlefield of Kossovo plain which were 
expected to form a strong defensive line, 
seriously elclaying the advance of the 
invaders, already i'as been traversed. In 
the vcnsuing battle the Serbians are re- 
ported to have been unable to withstand 
the shock of the attack and are now 
said to be in retreat toward the Alba- 
nian border. 
Since the fall of Pristina 
and Mitrovitza, the keys to the Serbian 
defensive position, final Serbian retreat 
has bcën regarded as inevitable. 


In the absence of late information con- 
cerning the situation at Katchanik Pass 
it may be assumed the Serbians are still 
holding 
this 
position. 
In the 
south 
where the allied troops are operating the 
situatie/n is unchanged." Within twenty 
miles of Bagdad the British army is ad- 
vancing through Mesopotamia. 
After a 
serious battle, with heavy loss on both 
sides, the British troops retired three or 
four miles below a position they had 
captured from the Turks, owing to a 
lack of water. 


The violent struggle on the Austro- 
Italian front 
continues unremittingly. 
Rome reports an important victory for 
the Italians in the captur« of Austrian 
trenches in the region of Gorizia.

Through another fateful year of international snares and pit- 
ifalls.the country has threaded its way in peace with more than half 
the world at war.

Commercial and indus-

personal.

Anti-Alcohol Campaign is 
Cutting Heavily Into 
Old Practices. 


Paris, Nov. 15.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press).—"No 
strong 
drinks for anyone before noon and no 
strong drinks at any hour for women 
and young people of both sexes under 
eighteen years of age." Such is the gov- 
ernment order that has finally opened 
the eyes of wine merchants to the earn- 
estness of the anti-alcohol campaign in 
France. By "strong drinks" are meant 
all beverages testing over 18 degrees of 
alcohol. They include most of the "aper- 
itifs" or appetizers, and all brandies and 
liquors. 


In the opinion of most wine merchants 
the measure kills the noon appetizer, 
and the prospect of the loss of a consid- 
erable portion of their receipts has 
brought about an aggressive attitude on 
the part of the liquor trade. 
"If we 
can't pursue our business," they say 
"we can no longer pay our heavy rents." 
As the wine merchants are among the 
few who have paid- their rents regularly 
their menace has involved protestations 
from real estate owners. 


"Any attempt to suppress the sale of 
alcohol in wine shops before noon," de- 
clares the secretary of the liqugr deal- 
ers' association, "will simply result in a 
far greater consiimption—exactly the 
contrary to what is desired. Tl\e work- 
man who takes a small liqueur glass of 
brandy in his coffee at the wine shop will 
.take his coffee at home and pour into it 
without measuring the alcohol that he 
can buy by the quart at any grocery 
store; conseqiience more dnmkenness in- 
stead of less." 


Distillers who have foreseen further 
restrictions in the sale of alcohol have 
anticipated them to a certain 
extent. 
One of them who produces a beverage 
that largely replaced absyntlie reduced 
strength of his product from 40 degrees 
alcohol to 23 degrees. The temperance 
advocates and government authorities 
contend that if strength of such drinks 
may be reduced from 40 to 23 degrees 
without appreciable harm to busiuess it 
can be ftirther reduced to less than 18 
degrees with great benefit to the public. 
Many wine merchants also philosophic- 
ally conclude that the man who drank 
strong liquors will content himself with 
milder ones. The attitiide of the drinker 
seems to bear out this theory, for the 
most part he takes it all as a sort ®f a 
good joke with no thought of resistance.

out the country the pian of the bureau 
cf naturalization of the U. S. depart- 
ment of labor to enlist the co-operation 
of public schools in the education and 
Americanizing of candidates for citizen- 
sJiip is receiving the most gratifying 
support. 
Approximately 400 citif?s and 
towns have already joined in this nation- 
wide educational movement for the elim- 
ination of the hyphen and this number 
is increasing daily. 


The magnitude of this work and its 
development 
since its inception 
are 
shown, in part, by the territory covered, 
the number of candidates for citizenship 
roached, and the night and day schools 
which have been established for their 
instruction. 
It is the intention of the 
bureau of naturalization to communicate 
with all applicants for citizenship in the 
United States, wherever they are to be 
found, and to secure the opening of 
classes for them. 
During the current 
scholastic 
year all superintendents of 
schools where classes may be formed will 
leceive monthly from the bureau the 
name, address, age, nationality and other 
necessary information concerning 
each 
alien residing within their jurisdiction 
who flies a declaration of intention or 
petition for naturalization. In this man- 
ner the school authorities are enabled 
to get in touch with such 
applicants 
and afiford them valuable ^assistance in 
preparing for citizenship. In addition to 
this the bureau informs each applicant 
for citizenship that his name has been 
forwarded to the educational authorities,

attendance. 
The bureau is also workin^j 
ir. close co-oporation with various pa- 
triotic and civiis bo<.lics of the country 
to secure the opening of public night 
schools where there are none. 


The wives of all petitioners for natur- 
alization are also 
advised to 
attend 
school, for the reason that they derive 
citizenship when their husbands obtain 
their final papers, and because, too, such 
instruction will materially aid the fam- 
ily to live as Americans live. 
It has 
been found that approximately two out 
of every throe petitioners for naturali- 
zation are married, and it is toward tlio 
improvement of tho home life and oondi- 
•tions that this ])haso of tlie movement is 
especially directed. 


Tho rocordii of tho bureau of naturali- 
zation .«how that since the commence- 
ment of the school year on October 1, 
notifications have beon sent to approxi- 
mately 4(),()iK) declarants. 20,000 ])eiition- 
rrs, and lô.OOO wives of petitioners, and 
each day hundreds are added 
to the 
li.st. 


Tlie present volume of naturalization 
sliowf, tliat over half a million foreign- 
born re.si<lents annually brinp themselves 
within tlie jurisdiction of tlie bureau of 
naturalization, and it is the plan of the 
bureau, through the co-oporation of the 
public schools with its educational move- 
ment, to change that portion of the alien 
liody now in a cdtulition of Ivelpless de-

Lads in War Zone. 


Paris, Nov. 10.- (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—The Godmoth- 
er's certificate (certificate de man*aine) 
is the latest distinction originating in 
the great war. Tt was invented by the 
spasmodic 
publication 
entitled "The 
Echo of the Huts," a journal of the 
trenches and organ of the Slst Territor- 
ials. It reads as follows: 


"I, the undersigned, certify that Mad- 
ame (or Mademoiselle)—has been my 
godmother during the war, since 
191.. 
Signed 


The godmother may be a woman or a 
girl of any age; she has in some in- 
stances turned otit to be a man. Her 
mission is to convey good cheer to some 
soldier at the front who has no family 
at home to look 
after him or who, 
through the vicissitudes of war, has 
teen cut off from all communication 
with relations. 
She writes to him and 
sends him such comforts 
are practic- 
able, and many that are not. She is 
generally French, of course, but many 
English women and a hundred Virginian 
girls are said to have their godsons in 
the i'rench army and are sending to 
them enough letters to keep all the in- 
terpreters busy. 


\\'hat the "poilu" thinks of his god- 
mother may be learned from the "Echo 


of the Huts." It says: "Their attentions 
are constant and full of delicacy. 
They 
provide their godsons with a little well- 
I'eing, with a few luxuries that are not 
superfluous, and with 
some enchanting 
di earns that are not entirely 
useless 
either. As the soldiers of old combatted 
for their ladies, so the 'poilu' of today 
tights for his godmother. The godmother 
must be satisfied' with her godson; in 
order that she be proud of him, that he 
be worthy of her, the 'poilu' performs 
heroic exploits. 


"It cannot finish otherwise than in a 
contract in due and proper form. There- 
fore, to immortalize these patriotic un- 
ions, we have decided to create the 'god- 
mother's certificate.' 


"Later on it will not, perhaps, be the 
least moving of the souvenirs of this 
war."

Bad Girls Made Good by Manicuring 


in Chicago's Bridewell City Prison 


Beauty Culture Proving a 
Potent Influence in Re- 
claiming Wajrward Fem- 
ininity Under New Sys- 
tem. 


By Honor Fanning. 


Chicago, Nov. 25.—That 
temple of 
vanity, the beauty shop, may never be 
transformed into a shrine of moral sal- 
vation, but in the 
Chicago 
bridewell 
beauty culture is proving a potent in- 
fluence in reclaiming girls who have trav- 
eled a bit in the world's "easy way." 


"There's sound psychological reason as 
well as practical reason for teaching the 
girls beauty culture," says Miss Mary 
Campbell, noted psychologist, in charge 
of the bridewell's woman's ward. 


"The girls who come here know little 
of personal daintiness; the world has 
coarsened them physically as' well 
as 
spiritually; they may be vam and light- 
headed, but the cleanliness that oomes of 
self-respect they have forgotten, if they 
ever knew it. 


"In teaching them to he dainty in per- 
sonal appearance we instill a sort 
of 
daintiness of mind that will lead them 
gradually toward clean living. 
Cleanli- 
ness is the most womanly of qualities; 
we want to reclaim the womanliness' in 
these girls." 


And the prison class in manicuring, 
which met the other day in the white- 
curtained cell, converted by the prisoners 
themselves into a cozy, little beauty 
parlor, seemed to prove the psycholo- 
gist's reasoning sound. 


In through the iron-barred door they 
fled for their lesson in "beauty," a half 
dozen dull-eyed, haggard, hopeless wo- 
men; their minds as drab as the gray 
prison garb they 
wore with such ill 
grace. 


Flabby hands were thrust sullenly on 


Dr. Mary Campbell, psydiologiat, and her Bridewell class in manicniing. 


the soft cushioned table as if manicur- 
ing were only a form of prison discipline. 
Then, as if by magic, grimy hands be- 
came pink and clean, sullen eyes grew 
soft as the lady with cool, caressing 
fingers, patted and "prettied" the nerve- 
less, tired hands and made her "patrons" 
forget they were tired of life as they 
yielded to her gentleness. 


When the first liBsson 
in "be^ttj'" 
ended and they filed out through the 
iron-barred door, the slouching shoul- 
ders were lifted a bit, chins were thrust 
out just a little. 
The lesson in mani- 


curing has been a lesson in womanliness 
—and a sermon on self-respect. 


The women of the Bridewell will b« 
taught all branches of beauty culture; 
they will cook, and they will sew for 
their babies, and while they follow these 
womanly occupations Miss Campbell will 
carefully study the psychological effect 
of her experiment on the Magdalens 
whom she is trying to direct in the foot- 
steps of the Madonna.

Are leformers doing more harm 
than they are good? 


Are the men and women engaged 
In the work of "redeeming" wayward 
women and girls by trying to make 
an example of them rather than to 
help them? 


In the opinion of Judge Uhlir of 
Chicago's Morals Court the reform- 
ers are exhibiting the girls and 
women as' examples and the unfor- 
tunates would rather face a term in 
the Bridewell 
than 
undergo 
this 
humiliation. He now is formulating 
plans to give these girls better pro- 
tection and,see that 
they are not 
subjected to the humiliation to which 
the whims of society women might 
subject them. 


The 
judge 
has 
gathered 
data 
from many big cities in the United 
States that 
proves 
his contention 
that reformers may do more harm 
than good if they fail to offer the 
girls and women a better chance. 


From St Louis comes a striking 
example of what reformers may do 
and what they fail to do. Mrs. F, H. 
Ingalls, a prohibition 
leader 
and 
widow of a wealthy furniture com- 


pany head, exerted her power and 
that of associates in driving some 
wayward women from their homes. 
She failed to provide other places 
for them. She exerted the power to 
close off their means of existence 
but she failed to arrange to get them 
suitable employment. 


The closing order left them pen- 
niless on the streets and facing the 
inevitable 
overt acts 
that would 
lead to their arrest and fine. One 
night the women gathered'and wfint 
to Mrs. Ingalls' $20,000 home in the 
residence district. 


A CASE 
' 


IN POmT. 


They were told 
by a maid that 
she was In bed ill, but they stormed 
the door until they forced an en- 
trance. 
They 
rushed 
to her bed- 
room and demanded that in-as-much 
as she had cut 
them off without 
means of a livelihood that she ar- 
I'ange to give them employment. 


This she tried to do, but the girls 
add women so annoyed her by 
. threatening 
letters 
and telephone 
calls that during the summer 
6he 
suffered a nervous 
breakdown and 
was compelled to go to a sanitarium 
for treatment. 


Judge Uhlir, of Chicago, in his 
consideration 
of these 
cases 
has 
fathomed the human side of these " 


women. After duly considering ev- 
ery angle of the cases he has come to 
one conclusion—that the very so- 
ciety that is represented by certain 
reformers that throng the court, is 
to blame for these 
women being 
there. 


The women that come before him 
are of two kinds—women neglected 
by their husbands ahd choosing the 
easiest way, and ignorant girls, who 
from the day of their birth saw the 
light of the sun only through the 
clouds of evil—those almost predes- 
tined beings who seemed created to 
become the objects of scorn of so- 
ciety in general. 


Judge Uhlir found that the mar- 
ried women might have been pro- 
tected 
from the first and drawn 
back from the brink of the chasm if 
the laws were stringent enough to 
make their husbands support them. 
He realizes that not desire, but grim 
necessity and lack of living wages in 
the various 
industries 
employing 
women, are the greatest causes of 
the downfall of women, and he has 
, sought to evolve a plan to correct 
these evil conditions. 


He has discovered another great 
truth—that these women will not 
forsake their illegal avocation un- 
less 
they 
are offered 
something 
equally as lucrative. 


The Court of Morals 
has found 


that these women scorn servants' 
jcbs and 
department 
store 
jobs 
where long hours of standing upon 
feet that burn and ache wins a $5 a 
week reward that barely pays board 
and fails to supply needed clothing. 
IN COURT 
OF MORALS. 


Driven to step beyond the barriers 
of propriety by an inexorable soci- 
ety that offers stones to those crying 
for bread, these women demanded as 
their price of reform that they be 
elevated and not dragged down, that 
society give them some sort of recog- 
nition and not relegaie them to the 
servant class. 


Indeed, in one city where a reform 
wave swept, ond good citizen started 
tlie good deed of reclaiming the girls 
and women by taking one of their 
number into his home as his daugh- 
ter and otliers followed suit. It wa^ 
xmderstood that these girls were to 
be treated with the same respect in 
the community as that shown their 
foster ' parents and that their past 
never was to be mentioned to them. 


The plan work ;d like a charm. No 
one dared to spei k disrespectfully to 
one of them because the detractor 
Avould have to face the wrath of 
the most influential 
people. 
Also 
there was no hounding by the po- 
lice as has .been constant in cities 
where segregated 
districts 
were 
closed. 


In St. Louis and East St. Louis, 
for instaaice, when the reform wave 
came the police were inexorable in 
their hunt for these women 
who 
either obtained employment in of- 
fices or homes. The police followed 
them and compelled them to "move 
on." 


In the .town where the rfjal reform 
came and where the citizens gave a 
hèlping hand to the^fallen, a police- 
man might as well have dared to ar- 
rest the mayor himself as to annoy 
or cast reproach upon one of these 
girls. It may be said that thé plan 
worked'admirably and the girls now 
are some of the most respected in 
the community and are wooed and 
won by the gallant youths of the 
town, who received as much praise 


for their choice as if they had mar- 
ried one of the society buds. 


CHICAGO JUDGE'S 


VIEWPOINT. 


All of which knowledge of fallen 
women 
Judge 
Uhlir of Chicago's 
Moral Court summed up in the fol- 
lowing words: 
"What's the use of 
going on with this same old grind." 
He made the remark when he freed 
two girls on their own recognizance 
when they told him that to pay for 
a bondsman would lead them into 
further degradation. 


"The girl who has come into this 
court in Ihe past has left with her 
body under mortgage to someone 
who has paid her flne,' or she has 
gone to the Bridewell, eventually to 
leave there homeless and penniless 
and a natural victim to the call of 
the old life. 


"That girl has to be placed on a 
self-sustaining 
basis 
before there 
win be any hope for her. Either she 
must be given a home, the cost of 
which can easily be paid from her 
means, or she must be given employ- 
ment that will allow 
her indepen- 
dence. 


"I do not say that every girl will 
be saved, but I know of instances 
where sUch girls have made good 
and we owe everyone the opportun- 
ity. If one in ten or half that many 
make good, the effort will be a thou- 
sand times worth it. 
' 


"And the question of building a', 
shelter home for them must b;» a 
pitfall if it is to be .near the Bride- 
well or is to have the appearance of ' 
a penal institution. And, above all, 
the girls never must appear as ex- 
hibitions 
or bad 
exaipples 
as in 
times some reformers^have sought 
to make them appear." 


The judge in referring to releasing 
the women on bonds signed by sa- 
loonkeepers or politicians who made 
a practice of freeing persons in or- 
der to make them slaves of their 
will, found that these women would 
have to share their wages of sin for 
many months after this slight serv- 
ice was performed in their behali by 
the* male vultures Who. make it their 
business to bo in easy reach of such 


courts where the sin of woman 
is 
exploited. 


The court found that the only way 
to redeem 
such women is to give 
them a good home in a private fam- 
ily and secure employment for them 
that is refisonably remunerative. A 
difficulty arises in the latter in the 
fact that the majority aro uneducat- 
ed and trained to no particular work 
so that it is impossible to secure for 
them employment other than that of 
a servant. 


GIVE THEM 


A HOME. 


The shelter home has been found 
to be worse than useless. 
No one 
would care to go to the poorhouse 
and have his or her poverty e.xploir- 
ed and ior the same reason non-^ of 
these women wish to go to homes 
that will be pointed out by the pub- 
lic as the domicile of the fallen. 


Such homes have failed in their 
very principle. The mind and body 
have to be cured before there cau bp 
any attempt at moral conquest, end 
reformers 
have failed 
to 
realize 
this. They have made prisons and 
not homes for these women. 
They 
have attempted to too closely regu- 
late their lives. 


To women who were used to gau- 
dy finery thfey have given uniforms. 
To women accustomed to late hours 
they have given regulations requir- 
ing them to retire at 9 p. m.. and 
they have attempted 
to substitute 
mental exei'cise and religion for the 
lighter 
employment 
of 
perusing 
magazinei'to which 
these 
women 
were accustomed before. 


In regard to these women being 
exploited, it has been called to the 
attention of the court that the re- 
,reformers went about it in the wrong 
way. The women, who should have 
offered sympathy to the girls, tried 
to.act as their superiors. When they 
took the girls into their homes for 
a brief visit they made it a sort of a 
"Roman Holiday" 
for society v-'o- 
men. They invited all of their clan 
to come view the unfortunate as if 
the girl were a slave cn sale. 


The friends came so they might 
feel "perfectly shocked" at viewing

ods. 
That sacrificed \irtue cannot 
bp ruthlessly e.xploited to make a 
"Roman Holiday" for a bevy of wo- 
men who seek something that will 
properly shock them. 


Recently he has taken up the mali> 
ter from another angle and has ask- 
ed all of the charitable and phil- 
anthropic societies in Chicago to co» 
operate with him in bringing some 
pleasantness into the lives of these 
women. He seeks to do away with 
that element of pseudo-social work- 
ers who gratify their own whims a 
the price of sjicriflcing thé feelings 
of their vctims.

(ierman-Austrian-Hungarian-Ameri- 
can element in the United States in 
the - United States in 1910 reached a 
total of 1^,984,404. 
This includes aU 
of these nationalieies, including those 
born abroad, or in this country who 
had both or one parent born abroad. Of 
these, the Germans composed 
8,282,- 
618, the Austrians 2,001,559 and tho 
Hungarians 700,227. 
These totals em- 
braced men, women and children. 
The 
proportion of voters to this niimber of 
population 
ijjay be gathered from tho 
fact that the total vote in the presiden- 
t'al contest of 1912 was approximately 
^5,000,000 out of a population of ap- 
proximately 
100,000,000. 
Carrying 
out this ratio' the hyphenated Ameri- 
cans of German, Austrian and Hungar- 
ian tinge would poll approximately 1,-

votes.

you a "radium fertilizer" for the back 
yard crops, look out! 
Radium fertil- 
izers, says the agricultural department, 
are fake^. 


It is quite true, according to scien- 
tists in the bureau of soils, that radium 
emanations ,have a 
marked effect on 
crop growing. Enormous vegetables can 
be.raised by the application of radium 
to the soil. 
But it's like sinking a 
thousand dollars in gold in the soil in 
order to raise a hundred dollars worth 
of crop. 
In other words, it is not eco- 
nomically feasible. 


All soils contain •«, vary small quan- 
tity of radium. 
On an average the ra- 
dium present in an acre of soil, one 
foot deep, amounts to about 3.6 milli- 
grams. 
And the radium present in one 
ton of carnotite ore containing 2 per 
«ent. of uranium oxide amounts to 5 
milligrams. 
To duplicate the amount 
of radium in an acre-foot of soil would 
therefore reqtiire about three-fourths of 
a ton of 2 per cent, combtite ore from 
which radium had not been extracted, 
and which brings 
about $80 a ton 
wholesale. 
It is thus quite evident that 
to increase the radium content of the 
soil to any great extent by the use of 
carnotite or any other radium ore is 
out of the question 
as 
an 
economic 
proposition. 


But certain firms which extract 'ra- 
dium from carnotite ores arc advertis- 
ing the by-product, or left-over crushed 
material, as 'iradium fertilizer." 
As a 
matter of fact, the radium left in this 
residue is so small that it is actually 
mucl^ less than the radium content al- 
ready in the ordinary soils. 
So, when 
a farmer puts this stuff on his soil, .'n- 
s t ^ d of enrichening it, he is actually 
maTiing it poorer. 
So beware of the 


radium fertilizer, says the department.

experi- 
ments in prison reform conducted by 
Ihomas Mott Osborne, warden of Sing 
Sing prison, New York, have attracted 
attention in Japan, not only because the 
Japanese are always keenly interested 
in the social movements of the west, but 
for tlie special reason that a system for 
self-government similar to that which is 
being tried at Sing Sing» was followed in 
the prisons of Tokio as far back as the 
year 1650. 


It is intimated that if Warden Oa- 
l-ome's Sing Sing experiments succeed, 
there is a possibility that the self-gov- 
ernment scheme may be inaugurated, or 
rather revived, in Japanese prisons. 


Keijiro Yamashita, who is chief en- 
gineer, in the present department of jus- 
tice, has found that in 1650 the inmates 
of Tokio prisons chose their own of- 
ficials for the maintenance of order, and 
a great deal of authority vested in those 
officials, even the power to impose the 
sentence of death. So far as the records 
show the Tokio system worked out sat- 
isfactorily, 
but for some 
reason 
it 
dropped out of vogue. 


Jnpan has always watched the course 
Of prison reform in the United States, 
and when a movement was started to 
improve the Japanese prisons in 1881, 
commissions were sent to the United 
States, as well as Europe, to make 
a 
study of prison conditions. Owing to the 
difference in life and customs, western 
methods could not be wholly introduced 
into the Japanese prisons, but in 1903 a 
great step forward was made by plac- 
ing all the orisons of the empire directly

under the department of justice and by 
inaugiu-ating the separate-cell 
system. 
The new men's prison at Tokio, which 
was built by prisoners last year, is re- 
garded as a model institution. There are 
tM'o classes of cells, one for old offend- 
ers, and one, less prison-like, for first 
offenders. 


The "ordinary" department has plast- 
ered walls and plank floors and sleeping 
rooms to accomodate eight persons, each 
room having six electric bulbs.

are 
well provided for in the way of library 
and bathing facilities, and have netting 
on the windows to keep out mosquitoes 
in summer. 
There is tèi amphitheatre 
seating 360, where the prisoners may 
bo gathered for moral or religious in- 
struction. 
There is a prison hospital 


with attendant physicians, as well as 
factories of all kinds and facilities for 
teaching 
prisoners 
to become 
useful 
members of society after being set free."

Traction Company Certain 


to Reject Counter Offer 


for Settlement. 


Prospects of settling the street car 


strike that has been in progress since 
September 27 were less favorable Thurs- 
day than at any time since the new ne- 
gotiations for peace were started.

EXTENDING U. S. TRADE. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.)

What is easily the most hopeful indi- 


cation of the better day dawning for 
American trade that has yet appeared 
is the announcement of tho organization 
of the American International Company 


to finance undertakings by Americans 
throughout tho world. It has long been 
recognized that some undertaking of this 
nature, if not of equal magnitude, was 
necessary if the commerce of this coun- 
try was to attain its adequate develop- 
ment. To just such projects, furthered 
by the government, Germany owes much 
of her remarkable progress during recent 
years. The idea has been proposed here- 
tofore with special reference to trade 
with Latin-America, but tho whole world 
is to be tho field of American endeavor 
in much greater degree than ever before 
possible, if the announced plans of the 
corporation work out. 


That they will do so there can be lit- 


tle question when note is twken of the 
interests associated in the project. There 
is also hope in the fact that government 
interference with business on the whim 
of some fame-seeking individual ha* 
largely gone out of fashion. But per- 
haps the best assurance is that the orig- 
inator of the project is Frank A. Van- 
dcrlip, president of the National City 
bank, who pointed the way to,better 
trade in Latin-America by establishing 
branch banks in that patr of the world

APPETIZER GIVEN 


A BLOWJ FRANCE 


Anti-Alcohol 
Campaign is 


Cutting Heavily Into 


Old Practices. 


Paris, Nov. 15.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press).—"No strong 
drinks for anyone before noon and no 
strong drinks at any hour for women 
and young people of both sexes under 
eighteen years of age." Such is the gov- 
ernment order that has finally opened 
the eyes of wine merchant* to the earn- 
estness of the anti-alcohol campaign in 
France. By "strong drinks" are mean 
all beverages testing over 18 degrees oc 
alcohol. They include most of the "apcr 
Itifs" or appetizers, and all brandies am 
liquors. 


In the opinion of most wine merchant 


tho measure kills tho noon apnetizei 
and the prospect of tho loss of a consiti 
crablo portion of their receipts ha 
brought nbout an aggressive attitude o 
tho part of the liquor trade. "If vr 
can't pursue our business," they1 saj 
"we can no longer pay our heavy rents. 
AB the wino merchants are among tl 
few who have paid their rents regularl 
their menace has involved protestation 
from real estate owners. 


"Any 
attempt to suppress the sale o 


alcohol in wine shops before noon," d 
Clares the -secretary of the liquor dca 
ers' association, "will simply result in 
far greater, consumption—exactly th 
contrary to what is desired. The work- 
man who takes IL small liqueur glass of 
brandy in liis coffee, at tho wine shop will 
take his coffee at homo and pour into it 
without measuring the alcohol that he 
can buy by tho quart at any grocery 
store; consequence more drunkenness in- 
stead of less." 
Distillers who have foreseen further 


lestrictions in the sale of alcohol have 
anticipated them to ft certain 
extent. 


One of them who produces a bcvrrnge 
that largely replaced absynthe reduced 
strength of his product from 40 degrees 
alcohol to 23 degrees. The temperance 
advocates and government authorities 
contend that if strength of su<* drinks 
may be reduced from 40 to 23 degrees 
without appreciable harm to business it 
can be further reduced to less than 18 
degrees with great benefit to the public. 
Many wine merchants also philosophic- 
ally conclude that the man who drank 
strong liquors will content himself with 
milder ones. The attitude of the drinker 
seems to bear out this theory, for the 
most part he takes it all as a sort of a 
good Joke with no thought of resistance.

Effort to Educate Alien 


Citizen (Jets Hearty 


Support. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
2 5.—Through- 


out the country the plan of the bureau 
of naturalization of tho U. S. depart- 
ment of labor to enlist the co-operation 
of public schools in the education and 
Americanizing of candidates for citizen- 
ship is receiving tho most gratifying 
support. Approximately 400 cities and 
towns have already joined in this nation- 
wide educational movement for the elim- 
ination of the hyphen and this number 
i* increasing dally. 


The magnitude of this work and its 


development 
since its inception 
arc- 


shown, in part, by tile territory covered, 
the number of candidates for citizenship 
reached, and the night and day schools 
which have been established for their 
instruction. It is the intention of the 
bureau, of naturalization to communicate 
with all applicants for citizenship in the 
United States, wherever they are to be 
found, and to secure the opening of 
classes for them. 
During the current 


scholastic year all superintendents of 
schools where classes nfay be formed will 
receive monthly from the bureau the 
name, address, age, nationality and other 
necessary information concerning each 
alien residing within their jurisdiction 
who flies a declaration of intention or 
petition for naturalization. In this man- 
ner the school authorities arc enabled 
to get in touch with such applicants 
and afford them valuable assistance in 
preparing for citizenship. In addition to 
this the bureau informs each applicant 
for citizenship that his name has been 
forwarded'to the educational authorities,

in Chicago's Bridewell City Prison 


Beauty Culture Proving a 


Potent Influence in Re- 
claiming Wayward Fem- 
ininity Under New Sys- 


tem. 


By Honor Fanning. 


Chicago, Nov. 25.-—That temple of 


vanity, the beauty shop, may never be 
transformed into a shrine of moral sal- 
vation, but in the 
Chicago 
bridewell 


beauty culture is proving a potent in- 
lluence in reclaiming girls who have trav- 
eled a bit in the world's "easy way/' 


"There's sound psychological reason as 


well as practical reason for teaching the 
girls beauty culture," says Miss llary 
Campbell, noted psychologist, in chargo 
of the bridewell's woman's ward. 


"The girls who come here know little 


of personal daintiness; the world has 
coarsened them physically as well 
a« 


spiritually; they may be vatn and light- 
headed, hut the cleanliness that comes of 
self-respect they have forgotten, if they 
ever knew it. 


"In teaching them to be dainty in per- 


sonal appearance we instill a sort of 
daintiness of mind that will lead Uiem 
gradually toward clean living. Cleanli- 
ness is the most womanly of qualities; 
we want to reclaim the womanliness in 
these girls." 


And the prison class in manicuring, 


which met the other day in the white 
curtained cell, converted by the prisoners 
themselves into a cozy, little beauty 
parlor, seemed to pro»e the psycholo 
gist's reasoning sound. 


In through the irnn-lii»rrcd door they 


filed for their lesson in "beauty." a half 
dozen dull-eyed, haggard, hopeless wo- 
men; 
their minds as drab n,s the gray 


prison garh they wore with such ill 
grace. 


Flabby hands were thrust sullenly on 


Dr. Mary Campbell, psychologist, and her Bridewell class in manicnriaf. 


the soft cushioned table as if manicur- 
ing were only a form of prison discipline. 
Then, as if by magic, grimy hands be- 
came pink and clean, sullen eyes grew 
soft as the lady with cool, caressing 
fingers, patted and "prettied"' the nerve- 
less, tired hands and made her "patrons" 
forget the.y were tired of life as they 
yielded to her grntlencas. 


When the first 
lesson 
in "beauty'1 


ended and they filed out through thn 
iron-lmrred door, the slouching shoul- 
ders were lifted a bit, chins were thrust 
out just a little. The lesson in mani- 


curing has been a lesson in womanliness 
—and a sermon on self-respect. 


The women, of tho Bridewell will ha 


taught all branches of beauty culture; 
they will cook, and they will sew for 
their babies, and while they follow thesn 
womanly occupations Miss Campbell will 
carefully study the psychological effect 
of her experiment on the Magdalens 
whom she is trying to direct in the foot- 
steps °f *-''o Madonna.

. Commission Fixes Blame for Kennedy 


Carnival Wreck in Georgia. 


Columbus, Ga., Nov. 25,—A commis- 


sion appointed to investigate a collision 
near here Monday last between a Cen- 
tral of Georgia passenger train and a 
special train carrying n, carnival com- 
pany reported last night that failure of 
the conductor and .engineer in charge of 
the passenger train to "obey orders" 
and wait at a nearby junction for tho 
special caused the wreck. The number 
of lives lost as a result of the wreck is 
placed at from eight.to eleven. 


No recommendation that ^steps be 


taken against the conductor and en- 
gineer was made hy the commission. 
Both men still arc in a hospital suffer- 
ing from injuries.

They Exhibit Unfortunate Girls and Make 


a "Roman Holiday" By Being "Shocked" Over 


the Plight of the Poor Creatures of the 
Underworld—Jurist Suggests That Only 
Solution of Problem Is to Provide Good 


Homes For These Victims of Social Injustice

Are leformers doing more barm 


than they are good? ' 


Arc the men and women engaged 


in the work of "redeeming" wayward 
women and girls by trying to make 
an example of them rather than to 
help them? 


In the opinion of Judge Ulilir of 


Chicago's Morals Court the reform- 
ers are exhibiting the girls and 
women as examples and the unfor- 
tunates would rather face a term in 
the Bridewell than undergo ' tbis 
humiliation. He now is formulating 
plans to glye these girls better pro- 
tection and see that they aro not 
subjected to the humiliation to which 
the whims of society women might 
uubject them. 
, 


The judge has gathered 
data 


from many big cities in the Uniled 
States that proves his contention 
that reformers may do more harm 
than good if they "fail to offer the 
girls and women a better chance. 


From St. Louis, comes a striking 


example of what reformers may do 
and what they fail to do. Mrs. P. H. 
Ingalls, a prohibition leader and 
widow of a wealthy furniture com- 


pany head, exerted her power and 
that of associates in driving some 
wayward women from their homes. 
She failed to provide other places 
for them. She exerted the power to 
close off their means of existence 
but she failed to arrange to get them 
suitable employment. 


The closing order, left them pen- 


niless on the streets and facing the 
inevitable 
overt acts that would 


lead to their arrest and fine. One 
night the women gathered and went 
to Mrs. Ingalls' $20,000 home in the 
residence district. 
A CASE 
15 POINT. 


They were told by a maid that 


she was in bed ill. but they stormed 
the door until they forced an en- 
trance. They rushed to her bed- 
room and demanded that in-as-much 
as she had cut 
them off without 


means of a livelihood that she ar- 
range to give them employment. 


This she tried to do, but the girls 


and women so annoyed her by 
threatening letters and telephone 
calls that during the summer she 
suffered a nervous breakdown and 
was compelled to go,to a sanitarium 
for treatment. 


Judge Uhlir, of Chicago, in his 


consideration of these cases has 
fathomed the human side of these 


women. After duly considering ev- 
. cry angle of the cases he has come to 
one conclusion—that the very so- 
ciety that is represented by certain 
reformers that throng the co'urt, is 
to blame for these . women being 
there. 


The women that come before him 


arc of two kinds—women neglected 
by their husbands and choosing the 
easiest way, and ignorant girls, who 
from the day o£ their birth saw the 
light of the sun only through the 
clouds of evil—those almost predes- 
tined beings who seemed created^to 
become the objects of scorn of so- 
ciety in general. 


Judge Uhlir found that the mar- 


ried women might have been pro- 
tected 
from 
the first and drawn 


back from the brink of the.chasm if 
the laws were stringent enough to 
make their husbands support them. 
He realizes that not desire, but grim 
necessity and lack of living wages in 
the various 
industries employing 


women, are the greatest causes of 
the downfall of women, and he has 
sought to evolve a plan to correct 
these evil conditions. 


He has discovered another great 


truth—that these women will r.ot 
forsake their illegal avocation un- 
less they arc offered something 
equally as lucrative. 
,

their price ol' reform that they be 
elevated and not dragged down, that 
bocicty give them some sort of recog- 
nition and not relegate them to the 
servant class. 
, 


Indeed, in one city where a reform 


wave swept, one good citizen started 
the good deed of reclaiming the girls 
and women by taking one of their 
number into his home as his daugh- 
ter and others followed suit. It was 
understood that these girls were to 
be treated with the same respect in 
the community as that shown their 
foster parents and that their past 
never was to be mentioned to them. 


The plan worked like a charm. No 


one dared to speak disrespectfully to 
one of them because the detractor 
would have to face tne wrath of 
the most influential 
people. Also 


there was no hounding by the po- 
lice as has been constant in cities 
where segregated 
districts were 


closed. 


In St. Louis and East'St. Louis, 


for instance, when the reform wave 
came 'the police were inexorable in 
their hunt for these women who 
either obtained employment in of- 
fices or homes. The police followed 
them and compelled them to "move 


' on." 


- In the town where the real reform 
came and where the citizens gave a 
helplhg hand to the fallen, a police- 
man might as well have dared to ar- 
rest the mayor himself as to annoy 
or cast reproach upon one of these 
girls. It may be said that the plan 
worked admirably and the girls now 
aro some of the most, respected in 
the community and are wooed and 
won by the gallant, youths of the 
town, who received as much praiie 


for their choice as it they had n.ar- 
ried one of the society buds.

All of which knowledge of fallen 


women 
Judge Uhlir of Chicago's 


Moral Court summed up in the fol- 
lowing words: "What's the use of 
. going on with this same old grind." 
He made the remark when he freed 
two girls on thoir own recognizance 
when they told him that to pay for 
a bondsman would lead them into 
further degradation. 


"The girl who 1ms come into this 


court in the past has !eft. with" her 
body Tinder mortgage to somcono 
who has paid her fine, or she 1-as 
gone to the Bridewell, eventually to 
leave there homeless and penniless 
and a natural victim to the call of 
the old life. 


"That pirl has to be placed on a 


self-sustaining basis before there 
will be any hope for her. Either she 
must be -given a home, the cost of 
which can easily be paid from her 
means, or she must be given employ- 
ment that will allow her indepen- 
dence. 
'"I do not say that every girl will 


be saved, but I know of instances 
where such girls have made good 
and we owe everyone the opportun- 
ity. 
If oue in ten or half that many 


make good, the effort will be a thoti- 
Band times worth it. 


"And 
the question of building a 


shelter home for them must bi» a 
pitfall if it is to be hear the Bride- 
well or is to have the appearance of 
a penal institution. Arid, above all. 
the girls never must appear as ex- 
hibitions or bad examples as in 
times some reformers have sought 
to make them appear." 


The judge in referring to releasing 


the women on bonds signed by sa- 
loonkeepers or politicians who made 
a practice of freeing persons in or- 
der to make them slaves of their 
will, found that these women would 
have to share their wages of siu for 
many months after this slight serv- 
ice was performed in their behalf by 
the male vultures who make It their 
business to be in easy reach of such 


courts when: the siu of woman 
is 


exploited. 


The court found that the only way 


to redeem such 
women is to clvn 


them a good home in :i private fam- 
ily and secure employment for ll'.em 
ihat is reasonably remunerative. A 
difficulty arises in the latter in the 
fact that the majority are uneducat- 
ed and trained to no particular work 
so that il is impossible to secure for 
them employment other than that of 
a servant.

The shelter home lias been found 


to be worse than list-loss. No ono 
would 'care to go to the poorhouse 
and have his or her poverty exploit- 
ed and tor the same reason m>no of 
these women, wish to go to homes 
that will be pointed out by Hie pub- 
lic as the domicile of the fallen. 


S'ucli homes have failed in their 


very principle. The- mind and body 
have to be cured before there can he 
any attempt at. moral conquest, nnd 
reformers 
have failed 
to 
realize, 


this. They have made prisons and 
not homes for these women. They 
have attempted to too closely regu- 
late their lives. 


To women who were used to gau- 


dy finery they have given uniforms/ 
To women accustomed to late hours 
tliey have given regulations requir- 
ing them to retire at 0 p. m., and 
they have attempted to substitute 
mental exercise and religion for the 
lighter 
employment of 
perusing 


magazines to which these women 
were accustomed before. 


In regard to these women being 


exploited, it. has been called to the 
attention of the court that the re- 
reformers went about it. in the wrong 
way. The women, who should h;ivo 


• offered sympathy to the girls, tried 


to act as their superiors. When they 
took the girls into their homes for 
a brief visit they mado it a sort of a 
"Roman Holiday" for society wo- 
men.

ods. That sacrificed virtue cannot 
be. ruthlessly exploited to rnako a 
"Roman Holiday" for a bevy of wo- 
men v/ho seek something that vill 
properly shock them. 


Recently he has taken up the mat- 


ter from another angle and has ask- 
ccl all of the charitable and phil- 
anthropic societies in Chicago to co- 
operate with him in bringing som< 
pleasantness into the lives of theae 
women. He seeks to do away with 
that element, of pseudo-social work- 
ers who gratify their own whims a 
the price of sacrificing the feelings 
of their vctims. 


The court has found that the many 


so-called moral plays being put out 
both upon the stage and upon the 
moving picture screen have failed to 
show anything but the black side Of 
the whole difficulty. They have giv- 
en the reformer all and the girl 
nothing but SHAME in largo let- 
ters. 


So the court has decided that the 


reformers arc failing to reform and 
has taken its own steps to give some 
aid to the unfortunates—the "Mis- 
crabilcs," the sufferers of the world.

Only Cuban and American 


Issues Now Recognized

on Island. 


Havana, Cuba, Nov. 15.— (Corrspond- 


ence of The Associated Press).—For the 
first time in years Cuba is free of the 
annoyance and confusion resulting from 
tho general circulation of various kinds 
of foreign money. On November 1 there 
went into effect President Menocal's de- 
cree declaring illegal the circulation of 
any but American and Cuban money. In 
anticipation of this decree taking effect 
foreign coins liavo already disappeared 
almost entirely from circulation, only a 
few Spanish dollars being accepted in 
seme of the smaller shops at a heavy 
discount, the bulk of the silver and gold 
having been shipped back to Spain.

Radium fertil- 


izers, says the "agricultural department, 
are fakes. 
It is quite true, according to scien- 


tists in the bureau of soils, that radium 
emanations have n marked effect on 
crop growing. Enormous vegetables can 
be raised by the application of radium 
to the soil. 
But it's like sinking a 


thousand dollars in gold in the soil in 
order to raise a hundred dollars worth 
of crop. In other words, it is not eco- 
nomically feasible. 


All soils contain •* vsry small quan- 


tity of radium. 
On an average the ra- 


dium present in an acre of soil, one 
foot deep, amounts to about 3.6 milli- 
grams. And the. radium present in one 
ton of carnotitc ore containing 2 per 
cent, of uranium oxide, amounts to 5 
milligrams. 
To duplicate the amount 


of radium in an aery-foot of soil would 
therefore require about three-fourths of 
a ton of 2 per cent, cornotite ore from 
which radium had not been extracted, 
and which brings 
about $SO a, ton 


wholesale. It js thus q'uite evident that 
to increase the radium content of J;he 
soil to any great extent by the use of 
carnotite or any other radium ore is 
out of the question 
as 
an economic 


proposition. 


But certain firms which extract ra 


dium from carnotito ores are advertis- 
ing the by-product, or left-over 'crushed 
material, «s "radium fertilizer." 
As a 


matter of fact, the radium left in this 
residue is so small that it is actually 
much less than tho radium content al- 
ready in the ordinary soils. 
So, when 


a farmer puts this stuff on his soil, In- 
stead of enrichcning it, he is actually 
making it poorer. 
So beware of the 


radium fertilizer, says the department.

JAPAN IS WATCHING 


OUR PRISON REFORM 


Orient Tried1 Similar Form 


at ToMo as Far Back 


as 1650.

The 
Associated 
I'ress).—The 
experi- 


ments in prison reform conducted by 
'lliumus Mott Osborue. warden of Sing 
fc'ing prison, New York, have attracted 
attention in Japan, not only because the 
Japanese are always keenly interested 
in the social movements of the west, but 
for the special reason that a system for 
self-government similar to that which is 
being tried at Sing •'•'ing was followed in 
the prisons of Tokio as far back as the 
year IBoO. 


It is intimated that if Warden Oa- 


Lome's Sing Sing experiments succeed, 
there is a possibility that the self-gov- 
ernment scheme may be inaugurated, or 
rather revived, in Japanese prisons. 


Kcijiro Yamashita; who is chief en- 


gineer in the present department of jus- 
tice, has found that in H>30 the inmates 
of Tokio prisons chos* their own of- 
licials for the maintenance of order, and 
a great deal of authority vested in those 
i.tncials. even the power to impose die 
sentence of death. ?o far as the record* 
show the Tokio system worked out sst- 
i-factorily. but 
for some reason it
